SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Midnight Cruisers is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine consists of explicit photographic depictions of a variety of male to 
female sexual activity, a limited amount of sexually explicit text accompanying the 
photographs, and advertisements. The woman in the photograph series is degraded 
and dehumanised by several depictions of male ejaculation on her body. Such 
depictions portray the woman as a surface for the collection of ejaculate. The text 
accompanying the photograph series contains language that degrades and 
dehumanises the participants in the sexual activity. The participants are reduced to 
their sexual characteristics which are described in explicit terms. Language in one 
advertisement degrades women in general by presenting them as sexual 
commodities. The cumulative effect of the degrading and dehumanising photographic 
depictions and language is limited as they are outweighed by depictions of sexual 
activity which present the participants as full persons. 
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
